Point of No Return is a vegan 
sxe band from Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
focused on third world struggles 
and animal liberation. The band 
exists as a means for us to 
fight against this system, which 
enslaves,  oppresses,  tortures 
and destroys individual lives as 
well as the entire planet. It 
also exists as a tool to get 
people in our community exposed 
to pertinent issues and things 
that really affect us as human 
beings. There are way too many 
straight edge bands out there 
that talk about nothing or with 
extremely limited knowledge of 
what is really going on around 
the world and we certainly want 
this to be changed. We want 
Straight edge to be a political 
tool and we want hardcore to be 
a real community and 
international network in which 
people address and get involved 
with real politics and social 
matters, even if it's 
ghettoized, reaches а very 
limited number of people or is 
far from being the starting 
point of a revolution. 

1. When did you guys hook up to 
form this one hell of a great 
hard/metalcore band. Is this the 


original line up up to now? 


The band started in 1996 as a 
project band from the guys who 


played in another band called 
self Conviction, me 
(Frederico), Marcos (the guy 


that runs the local Sao Paulo 
label Liberation) & the 
drummer joined the band later. 


In the begining the band was 
pretty much concerned about 
veganism, after that we 
deciced that it is more 
important to talk about 
injustice in more general 
sense, you know, veganism is 


3 E — 


part of it. In that time they 
wanted to form a more metallic 
band and they called some kids 
that used to be friends of 
them for a long time and that 
never had the opportunity to 
play in band (like me). As we 
used to think that the 
exploitation of animals 
results from the same system 
th exploit humans we made 
the band more focused in 
political issues to bring a 
revolutionary perspective to 
the scene. The main idea of 
the band is to express our 
political views about the 
world and bring it to other 
people. We released some songs 
in a local compilation called 
Voices in 97, in 98 we 
released a demo. Later Kurt 
from Catalyst records released 
a 7” with some songs from the 
comp. And some from the demo. 
Last year we released a cd 
called sparks (brazillian 
version is called centelha). 
Nowadays the bands is: 
Tarcísio (gr), Juninho (gr), 
Alexandre (vo), and Tigrilo 
(bs), all former members of 
Self Conviction plus Marcos 
(vo, who runs Liberation 
Rec.), Luciano (dr) and me 
Frederico (vo). The band is a 
kind of stopped right now. We 
have a lot of side projects 
(other bands, political 
activism, school, work) and we 
decide to dedicate to them a 
little more. We have 5 new 
songs that we hadn't recorded 
yet and maybe we got together 
again to record this. In this 
5 years we played in most of 
razillian cities that have 
hardcore scenes (and some that 
hasn't nothing at all) and in 
Europe and Argentina. 


2. I saw the words ^ Vegan 
Straigh our CD. Is 


the whole band into this type 
of living? 


Yes. Most of us have been 
straight-edge for a long time. 
I’m sxe since 94. And some of 
the other guys have more time of 
sxe. In fact, most of people in 
the scene here in sac Paulo is 
sxe and vegan. And a lot of 
people that aren't exactly from 
the hardcore scene, like some 
punk kids and some people 
involved in  anti-capitalist 
movement here are drug free and 
vegan or vegetarian. It's a kind 
of very common thing here. 

I think that it isn't hard to be 
vegan in SP, neither in Brazil. 
Brazil is the country that more 
grows soy in the world nowadays. 
This is bad because all the guys 
who grows soy here are from a 


fucking agrarian elite that owns | 


almost all the land in Braz 
raise resources to : 
to the first world 
Like the soy that is

feed the cattle in US. But the 
good side of this is that soy is 
a very cheap thing here, and 
here its is used everywhere. 
It's easy to find cheap things 
to buy, mainly in big cities 
here. Soymilk is used in c 


School here because it's cheaper 
than cow milk. The basic meal of 
a Brazilian is a plate of rice 
and beans with a steak and some 
salad. 


So it’s very easy 
substitute the steak by soy. 
if you have some money Sao Paulo 
has a lot of vegetarian 


restaurants where you can eat. O 


course most of the products that 
are. sell as "natural" and 
"organic", and sone fanc 
vegetarian products too, are 
very expensive. But this is the 
same everywhere. And you don't 
need this to survive in your 
daily life. This ind of 
products does a disservice to 
the cause. It does vegetaria 


to seem a stand the only rich 


people can afford.

But 
at the same time we all agree 
that drug legalization could be 
the best solution to drug 
problem right now. western 


society drug has a very harmful 


role, it serves to give more 
power to the ri (that are 
those who controls the drug 
production and trafic) and it 


serves to make the poor sedated.

drug had a main role in it 
culture but have not this 
destructive aspect. Like the 
people in bolivia that had grow 
coca for generations and now 
with this “dignity” plan (made 
by US government) they have to 
stop this ancient custom and 
start to plant bananas. The 
people that more get profits 
with the international drug 
dealing is people in CIA, 
everybody knows that. us 


really wanted to promote the end 
of drug production in Colombia, 
for instance, they only had to 
stop to export the chemical 
products that they export to 
there and that are used to 
refine the drugs. There are 
people that consume drugs with 
reponsibilty and that are people 
that not, and the lack 
perspectives in capitalism 
system just magnify the effects 
of drugs on people that have no 
structure to consume it. And the 
poor people are the ones that 
more suffer with that (at least 
here), with legal and illegal 
drugs. Becoming drugs legal can 
finish with the violence aspects 
of drug traffic, and give people 
more power to fight the drugs 
corporations, that will be no 
longer invisible corporations.

We have some tattoos too, in 
fact everybody in the band have 
some tattoo.

message to spread and the kind 
of music that we play is a 
limitation because few people 


really like it. The solution is 
to extend the politics and 
militance to others aspects of 
our life, not only hardcore 
scene. Even because politics in 
mainstream music is not absorbed 
and perceived in the same way 
the is in DIY music. I think 
that is easier to our message 
reach the crowd in hardcore and 
punk scene because most of them 
are used to act DIY in some 
level. But to a mainstream 
audience they consume music as 
they consume soda, that’s way 
mainstream music isn’t the best 


way to reach mainstream people. 
Miltance, direct action and etc 
are much better ways to do that. 


5. Where did you t the 
influence on  writi such 
lyrics that is linked with 
justice freedom, olitics 
and rebellion??? What does it 
take to write such thing: 

Two basic things influence us. 

One is life. Not just our life, 

as people from a Third World (or 

undeveloped) country, but all 
the injustice that everybody can 
see that happens all the time 
around the world. This give us 
all the  frustation, anger, 
sadness. On other hand life give 
us the happness, satisfacion and 
courage that we see in people 

fighting and struggling for a 

better world. 

The second influence we have 

comes straight from hardcore and 

punk. What bring us to hardcore 
was the political engagement of 


bands like, Dead Kenedys, MDC, 
and etc.. 
Those bands showed us that we 


could create hardcore as a space 


where we could express our 
political views. 

I know that hardcore should be 
an space where you can talk 
about everything you want. But 
people don't have to loose the 


point, I think that everything 
can be said through a 
challenging way. You don’t need 
to be a band like point of no 
return, that deal basically with 
hate and scream about injustice. 
This is only one of the manners 
of doing things. You can sing a 
song about somebody building a 
house, about people loving, 
about everything, and everything 
through an revolutionary 
perspective. We got into 
hardcore because we were young 
and very unhappy with the way 
the world works, and we needed 
to do everything we could to 
change it to a place we imagine 
that it could be better. I think 
that to some people what lacks 
is a critical thinking іп 
analizing the reality

So I 
will only limit to american and 
western euroepan hardcore 
because I’m sure people will 
know everything that I'11 list. 
I don't have any special list of 
rarities. If it are the two 
other singers the ones answering 
this interview, I'm sure they 
would put a lot of stuff only 
that only them and a few number 


of iniciates know. But not me. 
My taste in hardcore is very 
normal.
